The 
reason for noting WFO is that while numerous political records are noted with copies to 
the Washington Field Office, this is one case in which I'a pretty sure FBI HQ made at 
least a call there to see what they knew and had on file, WFQ has been a political-fils 
adjunct of HQ for very long. An example of sure forwarding in this part of the Heschls 
files is Serial 2027. 

One has to presume that NIK) did not Inf ora MFO and that the res pause was sent to HQ 
prior to rlFQ knowing the contents of the story rather than the wire service condensation. 

Or we presume that the wire service copy provided rare sa&ans of appearing to deny and 
refute what is in no sense refuted and ia confirmed. 

The stories were facsimiled to MFC. I'm not checking to see when because it is not 
worth the time. 

.. fha 3tor y appeared Sunday, the wire copy was on the- wire Saturday night. I do not believe 
.hat nobody ia the FBI waited until Monday, the second day after the FBI had the wire 
copy, to make any inquiries. Bss had. been in touch with DJ and with Jensen and ^olionaa, 
so there is every reason to believe the HQ knew in advance of the ataxy* 

Corrections the wire copy says it was on the wire p.n. l/51 . But the basic situation 
is as above, with the direction to send to Memphis undated. Sotes at the bottom of i t 
are illegible.

J; he limitation. to this formulation of "informant" eliminates many other sources of 
the FBI, of whom and which I have records. Some of the reports cits 10 or perhaps more. 

That only on FBI Informant was an Invader member is meaningless, others were corrected 
and informed the FBI, as did the MKJ’s. 

Whether HcCullbjjgh, not named on page 2, could "formulate policy" IS immaterial. He 
was always with the invaders and had much input. Any one of them or their associates could 
nave prompted the 3/ 23/68 violence. % information, prior to these stories, is that MeC. 
did do tills, Tha FBI would lie if it knew but it is obvious that it has no authentication 
01 whether or not he or the other "sources" cited at the too of 0.3 did anything, *hi 3 is 
limited to turning the Invaders against "ins at the top of p.J. That is not the sane as 
suggesting or contributing to the violence. 

That the MFQ never ”m' 0 J3-Ste/ n reported agents within the Invaders or that tha» had 
sources inside also is immaterial. Bes did not say this. He did say that Jensen, no longer 
in the FBI out retired, confirmed it 0 What he did say Is wither addressed nor refuted.
